Tbe largest number of caribou, 17, came 
from Patten. From Norcrois there were 
shipped 635 deer (the second bear 
record), IS moose and two caribou. Tbla 
year'* record largely surpasses tbat of 
last year In deer. That of 1S9G waa 
2,245 deer, 133 mooie and ISO caribou; 
tbat ol 1895, l.Btl deer, 112 moote and 
130 cariboo, and of 1S01, 1,001 deer, 4,> 
moose and 50 caribou.
